LOSSES. 


MINISTERIAL POLICY 
CRITICISED. 


—F—-. 


Colonel O'Callaghan Westropp, President 
of the Clare Farmers’ Union, at Ennis, on 
Saturday, expressed very much disappoint- 
ment with the three days’ debate in the Dail 
on the agricultural industry and the farmers’ 
es in live stock which concluded on 
Friday last. 

One thing,« he said, which has emerged 
quite clearly from the debate is that the 
Government are completely pledged to their 
scheme of local credit societies, and that the 
farmers need expect no relief from the 
authorities. It is extraordinary that Ministers 
have learned nothing of the gravity of the 
situation in Clare, and particularly in West 
Clare, during the eight months which have 
elapsed since their attention was first drawn 
to it. We still hear the Minister for Agri- 
culture protesting that a great part of the 
deaths of live stock was } to starvation. 
What does it matter to a ruined farmer 
whether his cattle died of starvation or of 
the fluke’? The result to him, and to the 
ordinary ratepayers who - have to shoulder 
the burdens of unpaid rates and purchase 
annuities, is the same. 

But is it not wonderful, he continued, that 
with cattle dying of absolute starvation, 
according to the Minister, as the result of 
two deplorable years, the Minister’s own 
Department was practically silent as to the 
grave conditions, made no preparations for 
the fluke outbreak, and generally minimised 
the farmers’ losses? Again, we hear one of 
the Minister's saying that there would be no 
hope of relieving more than 25 per cent. of 
the genuine aon in any event. Does 
that mean that, as 12 months ago,the farmers 
had to choose between letting their children 
starve or their cattle starve, and that as they 
are now without the means of making money 
we are to be faced with mags | among 
humans as well as cattle, from starvation, 
before Ministers realise the gravity of the 
situation ? 

The comfortable expression of opinion came 
from the Ministerial side in the Dail that 
after three or four years’ experience of credit 
societies the farming community would derive 
great benefit from -them. I have made an 
extensive tour of South-West Clare during 
the past fortnight, and what strikes me is 
that next year, let alone three or four years’ 
time, there will be very little farming popula- 
tion left in these parts to derive benefit from 
credit. societies or anything else. For much 
smaller .disasters relief funds were opened 
when we had the British Government here,

RIFLES IN A CHURCH. 


CHARGE AGAINST A RECTOR. 

At the Cavan District Court, before Mr. M. 
J. Hannan, District Justice, the Rev. W. J. 
Askins, Kilmore, Cavan, was charged with 
having in his possession three Martini-Henry 
rifles in contravention of the Firearms Act, 
1925. 

Mr. W. Reid, solicitor, appeared for the 
defendant. 

Superintendent Collins swore that under a 
search order on 23rd October last he went to 
the cathedral at Kilmore, and found in a 
press in the church three Martini-Henry rifles 
and a bayonet. Later in the same day Lieu- 
tenant Thompson and the witness returned 
to the cathedral, and there met the defen- 
dant, who said that he was very sorry for all 
the trouble that he had given through forget- 
fulness on his part. He told them that the 
rifles had been placed there some time before 
1916 by some young fellows in anticipation of 
a suffragette raid, and that they had for- 
gotten to take them away. ‘The rifles, he 
also said, had never been touched since they 
had been placed there, and he accepted full 
responsibility.

SOLOIST ON FIFTEEN 
INSTRUMENTS. 

The feat of playing solo passages on fifteen 
different instruments, in a work of his ow 
composition, was performed last Saturda 
morning, in the presence of a small group : 
critics, by Captain F. C. Sauerzweig, of 
Free State Army School of Music. 

It was a genuine feat. The passages written 
for the several instruments were not designed 
to bea showy without being difficult; on the 
contrary, they were full of technical difficul- 
ties, not to be surmounted except by a pe: 
former of real skill— small samples, in fact, ol 
concerto writing. - Moreover, the fifteen instru- 
ments were genuinely distinct instruments, 
and represented every family of the orchestra! 
race. The number could have been extended 
easily if Captain Sauerzweig had cared to add 
various near relations of the chosen instru 
ments. So skilful a player on the oboe, for 
example, obviously could have made some 
show on the gor anglais; as a ‘cellist he could 
have gone on to the double-bass; to the 
antiial dashaa he could have added the bass 
clarionet ; while percussion instruments cou! i 
have been exhibited almost without limit. 

Here is the list that he actually followed: 
Violin, viola, *cello, flute, piccolo, obo: 
clarionet, bassoon, saxophone, cornef, Frenc! 
horn, soprano trombone, alto (valve) trom 
bone, tenor (slide) trombone, and tubaphone 
Any possessor of knowledge of the orchestra 
understands what extensive skill is involved 
in playing even simple passages on such 
range of instruments.
